Truman Warns Russian War 


Preparations Date to 1945 


CHICAGO (AP)—Former Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman said today 
the Soviet Union apparently ii 
preparing for war, has been since 
1945, and "the danger we face to­ 
day it a very real one.” 
Truman said the United States 
trails the Soviet Union in arms 
and missiles and "for the first 
time in science we are behind.” 
In this missile age, he added, the 
United States face* "a very real 
crisis.” 
He said there never hat been a 
break in Soviet military prepara­ 
tions since the Allied victory over 
the axis in 1945. At the same 
time, he said, American armed 
forces were 
reduced. This, 
he 
added, was "a grave mistake.” 
Truman, in a speech prepared 
for the 40th annual national con­ 
vention of the American Legion, 
said the United States must be 
ready for war. 
"We must have the strongest of 
defense—we must surpass any po­ 
tential enemy of the free world 
technologically and hold the free 


world together. This we can do,” 
he said. 
"It is wicked to say that we can 
not do this without b an k ru p ts 
our economy. Two world wars cfid 
not bankrupt us. Confronted by 
total war, we had the will, the re­ 
sources and the ingenuity to do 
everything necessary to save our 
country and our allies for a free 
way of life. We can do it again, 
if we have to.” 
Truman’* views differed sharp­ 
ly with remarks made to the con­ 
vention earlier by Defense Secre­ 
tary Ned McElroy who told the 
legionnaires the United States is

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No Time for Complacency 
LAFF-A-DAY 
The World Today 
By James Marlow 


Between complacency and despair there 
in a wide spectrum of attitudes — one al­ 
most overlooked by some Americans look­ 
ing at the progress of the Soviet Union. 
This is strange. Complacency and de­ 
spair have one thing in common; they are 
both fatalistic. Yet fatalism is hardly a typ­ 
ical American characteristic. 
Complacency says the American system 
is better than communism. It is sure to 
win. Why not relax and stop worrying? 
But history offers little comfort to those 
who believe that the hest system is sure to 
win. The Homan system of law and gov­ 
ernment was enormously superior to that 
of the barbarians who achieved the fall of 
the Roman Empire. 
The communists think their system is 
better and insist, citing Marx to prove it, 
that they are sure to win. But they don t 
relax and stop worrying. They are busy as 
beavers, and that is one reason they have 
been gaming in som e fields. 
This, in fact, is one of the arguments of 
those who despair. Americans are too ef­ 
fete. too comfortable, too complacent. Look 
what has already happened, they say. In 
40 years Russia has produced a major in­ 
dustrial base; the American system need­ 
ed 150 years to do that. Russia is pulling 
•w a y in science. Soon she will be strong 
enough to defeat us. 
The American public seem s to oscillate 
between variants of these two attitudes, as 
m any of our statesmen have noted. Each 
fresh Soviet threat triggers a despairing 
reaction; each lull brings a return to apa­ 
thetic complacency. 
The truth, of course, lies somewhere be­ 


tween. America has enormous advantages 
as well as disadvantages, lf A m e r i c a 
makes the hest use of its advantages, 
without succumbing to complacency or de­ 
spair, it can win. 
And that is just about what Dr. Alfred C. 
Neah president of the Committee for Eco­ 
nomic Development, told a group of edu­ 
cators the other day. This country leads 
Russia, he noted, 
in 
two departments 
where she cannot hope to match it—in per 
capita productivity and in the living stand­ 
ard of the people. In these fields Russia 
doesn’t dare to compete with America. 
It is not true, said Dr. Neal, that Russia 
has achieved in 40 years what took Amer­ 
ica 150. She didn’t start from scratch: She 
started with the knowledge Americans had 
gained in a century and a half of trial and 
error. With that knowledge to begin with, 
the American system could have started 
where Russia was in 1917 and accom ­ 
plished more sooner at less cost. 
The Russians are tenacious, they are go­ 
ing fast, they are the implacable enemies 
of America. Complacency and d e s p a i r 
have no place in the fight that must be 
waged against them, relentlessly and with 
all the energy of the American people.
